a Famous Hotel Thief, Whim the Police 
Are Bringing Back to St. Louis—Judge 
Normile Explains His Lecture to Police- 
men about Warrants—Criminal Cases. 


A nollie prosequi was entered In the Oourt 
of Criminal Correction to-day in the case of 
Annie Zedledka, the Bohemian servant girl 
who was charged with infanticide. On July 
6 she gave birth to achild, which she threw 
into an out-house, and then threw water and 


ashes in on it, causing injuries 
from which it died four days 
later. At the time the Zedledka 


woman was employed as a servant at Theresa 
Kucesa’s house, No. 1809 South Seventh street. 

She was held responsible for the child’s death 
by the Coroner’s jury, and on the testimony 
taken at the inquest the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney issued a warrant against her for 
infanticide. Mr. Byers, who had a talk with 
the girl, said she impressed him of her inno- 

cence of any intentional wrong, and as the 
woman showed great distress in court, Judge 
Noonan suggested that a nolle prosequl be en- 

tered. He said that a woman's mental condi- 

tion at the time of an illness of this kind was 
such that she was hardly responsible for her 
actions, and the defendant appeared to bea 

kind of stupid girl anyhow. 


A Noted Hotel Sneak. 


It has not yet been decided whether to send 
for Theophilus George, the hotel sneak ar- 
rested in Milwaukee yesterday. He is one of 
the oldest and smartest men inthe country in 
that line of business. He is a short, heavy- 
set man with gray hair, and is 
in the neighborhood of 60 years old. For 
thirty years he has been a crook, but although 
arrested time and again has never been con- 
victed. Ona few occasions he escaped pun- 
ishment by producing the stolen property. 
About two years ago Tom Sullivan, book 
keeper for Flanagan Co., who 
was then living at Barnum’s Hotel 
on Second and Walnut streets was 
awakened one night bya stranger in his room. 
He got up and grappled with the man, but the 
fellow made his escape, taking with him Zulli- 
van's gold watch which he had removed from 
under the pillow before the book-keeper 
awoke. In the struggle Sullivan got a good 
look at the intruder’s face and afterwards 
recognized George by his photograph in the 
rogue’s gallery. Ever since George has given 
St. Louis a wide berth and the officers of 
the detective force were all told to 
keep a sharp lookoutfor the man and arrest 
him wherever they saw him. Yesterday De- 
tectives Lawler, McGrath and Archambeault 
ran across him at Milwaukee and had him ar- 
restea. They notified Chief Huebler, and as 
Mr. Sullivan thinks he can still identify the 
man, George will probably be sent for, though 
up toa late hour this ternoon the police 
were uncertain whether to undertake the ex- 
pense of bringing the fellow back. 0 


Police Arrests Without Warrants. 


In the course of a conversation this morning 
Judge Normile referred to his remarks yester- 
day in regard to officers making arrests with- 
out warrants. He said: ‘‘My remarks do not 


appear to have been clearly understood. 
What I stated was said for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the police and preventing them from 
unnecessarily endangering their lives. I think 
the Police Board should instruct them fully 
how far their a extends, and when 
and in what instances they can make arrests. 
The — yas Court in its decisions states that 
it is well established that where persons have 
authority to arrest, and are resisted in the 


— exercise of such authority and killed 
suc killing is homicide in all who 
have taken part insuch resistance. On the 


other hand, the Court holds that where the 
arrest is illegal the offense is reduced to man- 
slaughter, Bee common law arrests were 
permitted without warrants in cases of felony 
where the officers had good grounds for be- 
lieving that one had been committed, such as 
finding a person in the night time under 
suspicious circumstances with bundles, 
etc., or on any occasion where the 
circumstances were calculated to satisfy a rea- 
sonabie man that a felony had been com- 
mitted. In such cases the law does not require 
the officer to delay the arrest in order to get a 
warrant. He may arrest under such cir- 
cumstances without one. In all 
cases of misdemeanor committed in 
his presence he can also arrest 
withouta warrant. The importance of ob- 
serving these distinctions is importantto the 
safety ofthe officer himself. For instance, 
when that splendid Police Officer White was 
killed by Rande in St. Louisa few years ago, 
the killing did not constitute murder in the 
first degree, solely for the reason that the 
officer had neglected to arm himself witha 
warrant for Rande’s arrest. The desperado 
was therefore sent to Indiana to be tried. Hau 
the officer takenthe precautionto get a war- 
rant in advance for Rande’s arrest the latter 
would have been guilty of murder in the first 
degree in killing him. Whenever practicabie 


it is advisable for an officer attempt- 
ing to arrest a dangerous character to 
first arm himself with a warrant. II 


then he is assailed or killed, the highest pen- 
alty of the law will be inflicted upon his as- 
sailantor murderer. Without such warrant 
it cannot be. The advice given by me was 
solely for the police officers and will be found 
exceedingly usefulin tne discharge of their 
dangerous and important duties.

A CRITICAL PERIOD. 

There never was a time in the history of 
St. Louis when honesty, vigilance and 
ability on the part of its Municipal 
authorities were more needed than at the 
present moment. The rapid growth of 
the city and the consequent demand for 
transit facilities of all kinds attract 
capital awaiting opportunities for invest- 
ment, and the struggle for franchises is 
eager and strong. It isa critical period in 
the development of the city because the 
action taken now is, to a certain extent, 
irrevocable, and must play an important 
part in shaping the future. 

Noone who has any public spirit or 
common sense sympathizes with the fogy- 
ism which would obstruct or retard, in the 
slightest degree, the movement which 
looks to the increase of facilities and the 
improvement of the city. Officials and 
citizens should be animated by a broad and 
liberal spirit which invites and encourages 
enterprise and investment. But it is not 
inconsistent with this spirit that, in con- 
ferring righfs and privileges in the gift of 
the city, the authorities should be con- 
trolled by sound business principles and 
should consider first of all the public in- 
terests in their keeping. 

Past legislation shows the danger of 
mistakes and the prevalence of jobs in the 
granting of such rights. The recent 
lessons we have had should not so soon be 
forgotten. There is no danger of fright- 
ening off genuine enterprise by the exer- 
cise of prudence and justice and by 
demanding value received or carefully 
protecting the just rights of the people. 
The franchises are too valuable and the 
prospective profits too great for capital to 
be scared away by honest treatment. If 
the jobbers and speculators are stopped, 
so much the better. 

Just now the Municipal Assembly has 
several important street-railway projects 
under consideration. They should be 
weighed carefully and treated honestly 
in the interests of the city. The demand 
of the people that municipal and individ- 
ual rights be properly guarded, that 
the best possible bargain be secured 
and that the greatest facilities be obtained 
at the least possible detriment to public 
improvements, private comfort and the 
future needs of the city is a fair and just 
one.

It 
contains the ‘‘promise and potency’’ of that 
part. of revenue reform which is most im- 
peratively needed. It will stop the surplus. 
A Congressman of either party who should 
oppose such a settlement would incur a re- 
sponsibility that no politician ox party can 
afford to take.

THE CRAZE AMONG BOSTON FEMALES FOR 
NUDE PHOTOGRAPHS.

Photographer Gertz Arraigned in Court and 

Held for Trial—A Disappointed Crowd— 
The ‘Difference in the Pictures Made by 
the Fashionable Photographer and His 
Humble Competitor—Explanatory Labels 
and Appended Comments. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 

Boston, July 19.—Photographer Gertz, who 
was arrested at his South Boston studio for 
printing and selling nude photographs, was 
brought before Judge Fallon in the Municipal 
Court yesterday and held in $1,000 for trial 
in the Superior Court. The hearing was pri- 
vate, and every effort was made to keep the 
complained-of photos out of sight of the crowd 
which was present to hear the testimony and 
see the witnesses. It was generally under- 
stood that many girls, well known in South 
Boston, had visited the photographer's studio 
and thattheir pictures were among those to 
be produced and put up as evidence. But the 
expectant crowd was disappointed when the 
prisoner and his counsel, and the prosecuting 
officer, carrying a big bundle of photographs 
and negatives, went into the judge’s private 
room. Two men in the employ of Henry 
Chase, agent of the Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice, testified to visiting the studio of 
the defendant on Dorchester avenue, near 
Broadway, June 8, and purchasidg respect- 
ively, twelve and fifty photographs, for which 
they paid. Henry Chase testified that he em- 
ployed the first two witnessesand received 
from them the pictures which they had 


bought. Capt. Eldridge and Lieut. Good- 
win of Station 6 testified to 
visiting the place of Gertz, July 


14, and serving a warrant of arrest and, 
with a search warrant, finding and seizing a 
number of photographs and negatives of nude 
females. The photographs were produced 
and handed His Honor Judge Falion, who ex- 
amined them with much deliberation. The 
coungel for Gertz made no denial, but moved 
for the dismissal of the case on account of 
DEFECTS IN THE INDICTMENT. 

The POST-DISPATCH correspondent suc- 
ceeded in obtaining aview of the interesting 
photographs which rival the artistic efforts of 
Photographer Chickering. From a truly 
artistic point of view, Mr. Chickering 
has the best collection. He drew 
his models from aristocratic old fami- 
lies, and he was enabled to reproduce 


the Greek statuary in living form, and at the 
seme time refiect the high degree of culture 
which his patrons have attained. Thi« very 
factis the defense of the Commonwealth av- 
enue young women, who say that the cultured 
mind clothes the nude human form with a re- 
fined raiment which banishes all thought of 
immodesty or improper exposure of natural 
charms. In the productions of Photographer 
Gertz’ camera, as compared with those from 
the fashionable studio on West street, the dit- 


ference in the degree of culture of the 
subject can be readily seen. Mr. Chick- 
ering posed his patrons in _ imitation 


of the graceful figures painted by the old 
masters, and reproduced the statuesque forms 
familiarin all art galleries. He relied upon 
the educated mind of his patrons to recognize 
the famous figures he had counterfeited, and 
gave no explanatory notes. But Photographer 
Gertz pasted neatly printed labels of explana- 
tion on the backs of the pictures and in some 
cases 
APPENDED COMMENTS. 

These notes, and particularly the comments, 
will make trouble for the artist, and have al- 
ready added the charge of circulating indecent 
literature to the other complaint. If the 
pictures themselves could be made to pass as 
artistic and not indecent works, the little 
fables printed on the backs would certainly 
not be admitted to such a liberal construction. 
What little is left to the imagination in 
the photographs, is abundantly supplied by 
the notesand comments. The pictures them- 
selves are for the most part thoroughly artist- 
ic. The ‘‘Venus De Milo’’ has the broken arm 
replaced bya plump one, holding a small 
Aolian harp. ‘‘The Greek Slave’’ is u master- 
piece, while ‘‘Diana and the Nymphs’’ has a 
wreath of brown hair, which mizht have been 
draped to make up for the lack of wearing ap- 
parel, but was not. The ‘‘Venus Rising From 
the Sea“ lacks the background of sky and 
water, but the general effect of natural charms 
is not lost. In some of the others the 

ATTITUDES OF THE BALLET 
are copied with less commendable artistic cul- 
ture. There is little doubt that the young women 
of South Boston had no idea that their nude 
likenesses would be given over to general cir- 
culation. Like the more artistic belles of the 
Back Bay they went to the studio for a few 
portraits for limited distribution among them- 
selves and trusted friends. But the possession 
of the attractive negatives wus too much for 
Photographer Gertz, and he had a quantity 
printed for sale. The first lot was dis- 
posed of so quickly that he went on and 
struck off many more, and then the idea 
occurred to him to embellish his work with 
explanatory and suggestive notes. So many 
of his photographs got into circulation that 
the matter game tothe ears of the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice, and the prosecution 
was begun. One of the officers told the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent that a great many 
other fashionable photographers are doing the 
same thing, and thatthey were being watched. 
He also said that half the girls :f the best 
families of Boston had recently been photo- 
graphed just as nature made them.

D. P. SLATTERY’S HOLIDAY FOR THE 
3 CHILDREN. 


Weekly Excursion of the Fresh Air Mission— 

A Generous Man's Happiness—Arrival of 
the Little Ones—The Usual Deceptions at 
the Plank—Division of Management— 
Curing the Baby- Wilson's Grove—Contri- 
butions to the Fund. 


Two thousand one hundred children and at- 
tendants occupied the decks of the steamer 
Charles P. Chouteau thismorning. They had 
clambered down the hot hill and levee to the 
wharf, rushed, excited, fearing to lose the 
happy privilege of a day upon the 
river, and as the boat ewung out 
deliberately from its landing there was 
tumult on board, Off, off at last on the river, 
whercthe airis cooland sweet and invigor 
ating. An imbecile who had been taken on 
board in his chair shrieked and howled his 
joy. The children clapped their hands, crying 
out exclamations of delight, and mothers look - 
ed over the railing toward the hot, smoking 
city, tearful over the thought that excursions 
do not last forever. 

And there was Dennis Patrick Slattery. Did 
anyone ever see such a happy man. It was 
his excursion. He was for the day the Fresh 
Air Mission. He was for the time all there was 
financially of the Children’s Aid Society. The 
society wanted the boat for the excursion and 
he provided it. Ice was wanted, and he pro- 


vided that; tea, coffee, everything 
that could be needed was there 
—at Slattery’s expense. He stood at the 


gang plank, helped the feeble on board, car- 
ried baskets, and spread his smiling heart and 
face over all. It was afresh air excursion ina 
small package to see him. Those who have 
known him on Change or among the munici- 


pal legislators would get a new idea of the 
man seeing him manage an excursion of babies. 
Not that he did all of the managing. 
There were Frank Miltenberger and J. W. 
Hulse at the gang-plank taking tickets; there 
were Drs. T. A. Martin and J. A. Kreiger look- 
ing after the health of the children; there were 
Mesdames Frank Roberts, Mastbrook, Mackin- 
tosh and Margaret Kercheval, in charge of the 
luncheon, and there was N. O. Nelson, Presi- 
dent of the Children’s Aid, Society, presert 
officially. Then 
CAPT, THORWEGAN ON THE ROOF 

had something,tosay about the management 
of the boat, and his mate on the boller deck 
directed affairs to a limited extent. But after 
all, enough was left to fill up Slattery’s time 
and make him the happiest man in seven 
States. Like hundreds of babies on board the 
day was worth a month to him; it was a whole 
summer at the seaside. 

The babies began to go on board at7 o’ clock. 
There was the usual run. Pretty children in 
tidy clothes; bright,sweet-faced women; ba- 
bies whose marred faces evidenced inherited 
misfortune; clothes tattered; mothers worn 
and uniovely. There were the usual decep- 
tions, girls who became mothers of infants 
atthe wharf-boat stage, and resumed their 
maidenbood at the cabin stairs. Boys of 12, 
14, yes and 16 years who tried to pass the ticket 
takers when the crowd was thickest. The 
confidence with which women approached the 
plank having no ticket, though surrounded 
by a dozen childfen, most of whom were over 
age, Was appalling. It was seldom they were 
refused admission, however. Sometimes tne 
attempt at deception was too glaring and 
a refusal was necessary. It did not generate 
any kindly feeling and frequently brought a 
small amount of abuse. What were the ex- 
cursions for, if poor people could notgo? The 
limitation of the excursionists by rules for the 
benefit of the whole body could not be under- 
stood by the protestants. 

The rush did not begin until 8 o’clock. 
There were then not more than one woman to 
three children. Occasionally one woman 
had six or seven little ones under her 
charge. A fine, matronly woman and a bright 
girl assistant had a dozen or more from the 
Episcopal Orphan Home under their charge. 
They were very happy charges and as obedient 
as littie children well can be. There was 
richness in the air for them even at the whart.

Sometimes they breathe 
pure air for the first time on these excursions, 
and it fills them so full of a new sensation they 
cannot make up a mind to live or 
die. The little lungs get Into a fever of excite- 
ment and the patient requires some attention, 
orin reaction the lungs may cease to work at 
all. Often times, too, adoctor will say to a 
poor woman, as a last resort: Take the child 
onone of the Fresh Air Mission excursions. 
That may help it.“ He does not believe it 
will stave off death, but it will give the little 
sufferer a pleasurable sensation.
